Lively Competition for the Contract, With the 


San Francisco Bridge Company's 


Figures Lowest. 


Over $100,000 Will Be Expended and the Result Will Be a 


Channel Twenty Feet Deep at Low Water 


Out to the 
Bay. 


The dredging of Oakland Harbor during the present season, under the ap- 


propriation for that purpose made by Congress, will be done.by the San 
Francisco Bridge Company. 


This will unquestionably be the outcome of the contest for the work, the 


bids for which were opened this morning at 11 o'clock in the office of W. EC. 
Heuer, Major of Engineers, U. S. A., 41 Flood building, San Francisco. 


There were five competitors for the work and of these the San Francisco 


Bridge Company was the lowest bidder. 


The specifications called for two kinds of work, the dredging of the jetty 


channel and the dredging of the city front. The bids upon these 
several 


kinds of work w&s as follows: 


Pacific Coast Dredging and Reclamation Company—Jetty channel, 18 cents 


peY cubic yard, $108,000; city front, 41 cents per cubic yard,

The bids were opened by Major Heuer and the totals were extended by 


Chief Clerk G. K. White. 


The San Francisco Bridge Company was represented by John McMulIen; 


the Pacific Coast Dredging and Reclamation Company by Captain 
John 


Hackett of this city and W. L,. Prather Jr., of Oakland by himself. The Bow- 
ers Company and A. C. Hamilton were without representatives. The biddars 
said that A. C. Hamilton was a mythical personage, but it was later learned 
that "enator Jones of Nevada was behind the bid. 


A copy of the bids will be forwarded the Secretary of War at Washing- 


ton with the recommendation of Major Heuer that the contract be award- 
ed to the San Francisco Bridge Company. 


By the term jetty channel above used Is contemplated the extension of 


the present twenty-feet channel from a point abreast of Pile P, westerly to- 
wards San Francisco Bay. 
The channel is to be 300 feet wide on the bottom 


and twenty feet deep at low water. The dredged material is to be placed 
ashore, or in the angles behind the jetties, adjoining the shore, or behind the 
established bulkhead line. In any case the material is to be disposed of in a 
manner satisfactory to the officer In charge, and in such a manner that It 
shall not again reach the waterway. At the extreme westerly end of the 
channel in San Francisco Bay, other methods of disposal, subject to the ap- 
proval of the engineer officer In charge, will be considered. 
Bidders are ex- 


pected to make their own arrangements for permission to deposit the spoil 
ashore on private property. The office chart shows existing depths of water 
along the line of the proposed work. The amount of material to be dredged 
approximates 600,000 cubic/yards. 


The work to be done along the front of the city of Oakland Is situated off tha 


foot of Market street, and consists of alarming up some unfinished work In the 20 
feet channel. The ground to be covered is 800 feet wide and about 2,000 feet long, 
nnd involves the removal ot about 50,000 yards of material. The material Is to be 
dredged ar.'d placed securely ashore. When completed, this work is to furnish a 
channel 300 fei-t wide and 20 feet deep at low wrator. 


Knell of thi'se bids was accompanied by two R-uara.nto-rs. who swore that they 


wore worth $20.000. and two other people guaranteed that they knew each of thess 
was worth that amount. 


When the award of the contract is made, tha San Francisco Bridge Com- 


pany will have to enter into a written contract within tan days after the award, 
with approved security in the sum of $50.000. 


A transfer of the- contract, or of interests in the contract, is prohibited by law. 
Tno number of yards to be dreil;ced ia given only approximately, and no claim 


will bo allowed ag-ainst tho United States on account of any oxcess or deficiency in 
the amount above named in the 3amo. 


If the time for the completion of the contract is cxter.ded as the fault of the 


contractor, the expenses Incurred by the same tvnll bo deducted from payments due 
to the contractor. 


The work, when completed, will deepen Oakland harbor from San Francisco 


bay up to Websttr street bridge. It Is projx-sed to Increase the dopth of the 
dredsed channel between tho .tettios to 20 fecit; at present the derpth Is abjut 14 
foot; also to increase the dopth of the channel between the inr-er ends of the 
jetties and tho bridge to 20 feet. In places the oxlsilng depth is about 18.5 feet. 


The work is to be done under the following previsions of the acts of Congress 


of June 3, 18%, and modifications contained in tihe act of June 4, 1897, as follows: 


"Improving harbor at Oakland. Californiai For continuing Improvement un- 


der present limit, two hundred thousand dollars. And the provisions of the 'Act 
making appropriations for tho construction, repair and preservation, of certain 
public workr on rivers and harbors, and for other purposes,' approved June 3, 1SUB, 
relating to Improving harbor art Oakland, California, IK hereby amenUed to read ae 
follows: 


"Improving harbor, at Oakland, California: for continuing Improvement uii- 


istlng project, twenty thousand dollars: Provided, that contracts may ba entered 
Into by the Secretary of War for suoh ma.taria.ls and work as may be necessary 
to prosecute said work on said improvement, to ba paid for as appropriations 
may fiom time to time bo made by law, not exceeding in the aggregate six hun- 
dred and sixty-six thousand dollars: Provided further, that In making such cwi- 
tract or contracts, the Secretary of War ."hall lot obligate the Government to pay 
in any one fiscal year, beginning July 1, 1S97, more than twenty-five per centum of 
the whole amount hereby authorized to be expended." 


All dralglns work must be commenced and continued «.t any place in Oakland 


harbor that may be designated by the engineer officer In charg-e of tho work, and 
to be:?in. unless otherwise ayreed, within ninety days after the award. 


Measurements are to be made momiH> and unless $12,000 worfih of work is done 


in each calendar month, the contract may bo canceled. 


Whc-n this contract shall have been completed, many ot Che vessels which ara 


now compelled to discharge a part of their cargo at 9ao Fnuimsco will be able tc 
sail with cargo intact up to the city wharf.

NEW YORK, March 10'.—A special to the Evening "World from Key West says: 
"Among the passengers on the Olivette from Ha-vana today was Senator Proctor 
of Vermont, who has been 


making a study of Cuba and the Cubans. With him was Colonel M. Parker of Washington. As soon as Senator 
Proctor had registered, he sent up his his card to Admiral Sicard. He was shown to the Admiral's room and was 
closeted with him for two hours. The object of the interview, presumably, is to deliver to the Admiral some mes- 
sages from Commander Converse of the Montgomery. 


"Colonel Parker said to an Evening World reporter: 
'The Senator's trip to Cuba was merely to satisfy himself 


as to the real merits of the Cuban question. It has no political significance whatever. 
The famine, suffering and 


awful destitution 
among the reeoncentrados is alndost indescribable. The Alcalde of Matanzas told me that 


55,000 persons had died of starvation In that city during tha last year and that 6,600 had died during February.

The dredging of Oakland Harbor during the present season, under the ap- 


propriation for that purpose made by Congress, will be done by the San 
Francisco Bridge Company. 


This will unquestionably be the outcome of the contest for the work, the 


bids for which were opened this morning at 11 o'clock in the office of W. H. 
Heuer, Major of Engineers, U. S. A., 4.L Flood building, San Francisco. 


There were five competitors for the work and of these the San Francisco 


Bridge Company was the lowest bidder. 


The specifications called for two kinds of work, the dredging of the jetty 


channel and the dredging of the city front. The bids upon these several 
kinds of work was as follows:

By the term jetty channel above used is contemplated the extension of 


the present twenty-feet channel from a point abreast of Pile P, westerly to- 
wards San Francisco Bay. 
The channel is to be 300 feet wide on the bottom 


and twenty feet deep at low water. The dredged material is to be placed 
ashore, or in the angles behind the jetties, adjoining the shore, or behind the 
established! bulkhead line.

Jottk-s and the bridge to 20 feet, ir places tho existing depth Is about 18.5 feet. 


The work is to be done undor tho following previsions of th* acts of Congress

When this contract shall have been completed, many of the vessels which ara

"Colonel Parker said to an Evening World reporter: 
'Tha Senator's trip to Cuba was merely to satisfy himself 


as to the real merits of the Cuban question. It has no political significance whatever.

is almost Indescribable. The Alcalde of Matanzas told me that 


65,000 persons had died of starvation In that city during the last year and that 5,600 had died during February.
